TO EXTERMINATE THE MITES 

Task May Be Performed by Uss of 
Licc-Killing Licuid or Kerosene 
and by Burning Sulphur, 

Mites are the smallest kind of lice 
and are so tinial! that thoy guite often 
( scapo notice. They live on the (ow ls 
at iiii;ht, but^ Kave. in Ihe morning 
and liidi" in ihc wi-vjdwork of Iho hen 
house, particularly the roools. iiesis 
and nearby .woodwork. The way to 
extermiujtt them Is to paitit |n- 
.sides of the nests, the roosts and iho 
rooot supports, etc., with some good 
llce-kllling liquid every two weeks, or 
with karoeene once a week. Then 
drive tho hens out doors on a wa'iu 
afteraoon, close the bouse up tight 
and burn enough eulphur in it to till 
the building absolutely full of dense 
blue fumes and keep it closed for an 
hoar or two. These fumes will get 
all throagh the house, tato tho cracks, 
I etc.. aad will kiU tho mites. This 
I should be repeated a week later.

.\ nightmare is a very vivid and 
disagreeable dream, in which the 
sleeper finds hioaaelf ia varioas ter- 
rifying situations from which there 
is no escape. When the sulferer's 
friftht rc a chea a cIibmuc, be awaheaa 
suddenly; sometimes he is aroused 
by bis own eltorts to scream for help. 
■\ bad form af algblmasa occasa ia 
young children; it is called "night 
terror." The child awakes sudden- 
ly from a deep sleep, paaiiag, wide 
eyed, screaming but inarticulate, 
and clings frantically to anyone who 
goee ta the bedaide. Bach attache 
are most commoa ia children be- 
tween four and eight years old, but 
they may oecar at aay age. 

When grown-up people have 
nightmare, it ia generelly owing to 
indiscretioaa la diet, each aa asiace 
pie or lobster eaten late at night. 
Many persons have to be very care- 
ful aboat tehat they eat for sapper, 
and can never safely go to aleep 
lying flat on the back. 

Ooe characteristic of nightmare 
is the startling reality of it. It lacks 
the misty vagueness of pleasant 
dreams, and has, while it lasts, all 
the sharp outline of an actual occur- 
rence. Therefore it is important 
that young childre'. hbould t>e wise- 
ly and gently hnidk-i' v>\f[i they 
suffer from night leirois. bo i.Jt 
scold them, or laugh at them, or 
argue with them. They have suffer- 
ed a real shock with a consequent 
Wiaa of aanroaa force. Until the 
paroxysm has spent itself, do not 
leave a child who has sufiered in this 
way alone. 

Sometimes, in older children, 
nightmare accompanies overpressure 
at aehool, and tendency to it disap- 
rears in the holidays. In such cases 
lighten the pressure of work as much 
aa possible, make the evening meal 
light and digestible, and akeep the 
child from excitement during the
